(BUP) — Alfred Krupp, German 
munitions king, was held by British 
military authorities in a secret 
hideaway today for possible trial as 
a@ war criminal. e 

Military police appeared without 
warning at the Krupp mansion near 
here Tuesday with a warrant for his 
errest and took the 37-year-old in- 
dustrialist to a secret place of con- 
finement. 

“Everything is being handled on 
very high level,” a high-ranking 

British officer said. “It is imos- 
sible to divulge where Krupp has 
been taken or why. 1! think it 
would be a good guess that he 
might stand trial.” 

Krupp, head of Germany's most 
powerful munitions and armament 
trust, was the first of Nazi indus-| 
trialists known to have been ar-| 

rested as a possible war criminal. 

Krupp and other German indus- 
trialists had backed the Nazi party 

from its infancy. Representatives

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What Can’t Be Helped 


The Maple Leaf, Canadian forces’ news- 
paper published in London, asks people in 
Canada to not be impatient for the quick 
return of our fighting men from Britain. 
There are, it is pointed out, 3,000,000 
American soldiers and large contingents 
of British troops to be moved to the Pa- 
cific, and this traffic must have priority. 

The hope is that 150,000 Canadians 
may be returned within six months from 
V-E day and 30,000 monthly after that. 
As thece are 325,000 to be brought home, 
the inference is that the latest to go over 
may not be back until about this time next 
year. Shipping accommodation is of course 
the factor which sets the pace, and in 
wartime that factor is an uncertain quan- 
tity. 

Meanwhile, life in Britain cannot be 
unpleasant, and a “khaki university” is 
being established there to enable the men 
awaiting transportation to employ their 
time profitably by taking up or continuing 
courses of study which will better fit them 
for civilian life when they get back. Our 
fighting men richly deserve the relaxation 
they are now able to enjoy, and many of 
them will no doubt welcome the opportun- 
ity to see the old lands for the first time 
under peace conditions.

We'll Have to Share Up 


Britain has agreed to buy from Canada 
next fall and winter 746,000 bushels of 
dried beans, 4,000 tons of dehydrated pota- 
toes, 3,000 tons of dehydrated cabbages. 
carrots, turnips and beets. otatoes and 
other roots contain about 75 per cent of 
water. To produce one ton of dehydrated 
végetables thus requires around four tons 
of fresh roots. This order is therefore 
larger than it looks. 

The plain inference is that the people in 
Britain do not expect to be able to grow 
enough of these things during the summer 
to meet next winter's needs, enormously 
as food production was expended during 
the war years. And since the water must 
be dried out of the vegetables before ship- 
ment, the further suggestion is that ship- 
ping is expected to still be scarce six 
months or more from now. 

Ordinarily the export of these supplies 
might only clear off surplus production in 
Canada, or make a trifling reduction in the 
amounts left for home consumption: But 
the spring is late, and the probable yield 
correspondingly uncertain. 

There is a hint in this that whoever in 
Canada has a patch of land still idle had 
better put in a crop of whatever sorts of 
eatables can yet be sown with a chance 
that they will reach maturity before win- 
ter comes.

The Trespassers Should Pay 


To halt the Allied advance, and per- 
manently destroy Dutch independence, 
German forces in Holland blasted gaps 
in the dikes and flooded about 1,000,000 
acres, half agricultural land and half pas- 
ture. None of this land can be got into 
production this year. That flooded by salt 
water will produce little or nothing for ten 
years, 

Materials to repair the dikes have to 
be brought from oversea. The breaches 
closed, the water—in places many feet 
deep—will have to be pumped out. Then 
the job of reconstructing ruined roads 
rebuilding and repairing wrecked farm 
houses, redigging the drainage ditches 
and canals, can get under way. This, it is 
estimated, will take two and in cases three 
years. 

Half the area may be back in produc- 
tion by that time. The remainder wil] be 
useless, and the farmers unable to sup- 
port themselves, for a decade. How many 
of the inundated orchards will ever re- 
cover is doubtful. 

The flooding of this great fertile area 
was only one of the acts of vandalism by 
which the invaders ruined Dutch agricul- 
ture and made Holland a land of hunger. 
As compensation for the long-range in- 
jury done them the Hollanders claim 

y ehould be allowed to cultivate a cor- 
responding area of German land, or be 
given an equivalent amount of German 
nego In justice they are entitled to

show them how the radio works, 

In @ word take part with them in 

the wonderful process of learning 

ebout the world. The happy or in- 
terested child is not the naughty 
or disobedient one. 

“Even during boring times, such 
as waiting in line at a store, the 
mother can think up a game, pick- 
ing out colors in the store, reciting 
nursery rhymes, counting. A child 
who stands still gets tired and 
bored and tries to find something 
active to do. Then the mother calls 
him bad 

“Let mothers allow their children 
to do everything they can that is} 
harmless—it's their way of learn- 
ing. Then when they must be told 
instead of saying (at the grocery), 
‘Don't touch those shelves’, say 
‘Can you carry the bread for me?’| 

“By a mother’s insistence on 
wbedience she forces disobedience 
Obedience should be reserved for 
the absolutely necessary things and 
even then persuasion, or making a 
game of it, perhaps with an imagin- 
ary playmate, will work better than 
insistance. It is surprising how few 
things we demand of children are 
really necessary. 

“The important thing {is to relax 
to enjoy the child, to have fun as a
